BURNING A NEGRO AT THE STAKE.— 


DreaJf-j/ 
Particulars.—A correspondent 


of the Mnysville Eagle gives the following - 
particulars of tbe recent burning of a negro 
at Troy, Kentucky, for tbe murder of hia 
master: 


On New Year's day the annual negro 


sales look place at Troy, tbe county seat-, 
and there was quile a collection of people 
there ; everything went on sninolhly until 
about three o'clock in the evening, when 
Mr James Calaway, a brother-in-law of 
the deceased, mounted upon an old goods 
box before the store door, and addressed tbe 
people for about fifteen minutes. 
He said 


if tbe mass of the people felt as he did, und 
would do their duty, wbich be believed 
tiiey would, that they would take that 
black murderer out of jail and burn him at 
the stake, in the presence of all the ne- 
groes that were there, to set an example 
before them, and show them what «ill be 
the result of all such conduct if there should 
ever be fiich again. 
Then he closed by 


saying, "All that feel ss 1 do will foiloir 
me.'' He then lesped from the stand, aud 
there was a general shout given, and he led 
the way to the jail, and uine-tentbs of tbe 
multitude followed. 
On arriving at the 


jail they found the sheriff and jailor, who 
did nil they could to suppress the mob, but 
all to no purpose. 


They now mustered some 800 or 
1000- 


strong. They then commenced with slsdge 
hammers, crowbars and axes, and in about 
an hour entered the jail and brought for- 
ward their victim (the negro murderer.)— 
They marched him to tbe centre of'ihe 
jail-yar,!, drove down a Urge stake and 
chained him, in an erect position, bind 
and feet fast lo the stake. Tbere was an 
abundance of shavings and fine split wood 
piled around him—this consumed some 
half hour. 
During this time.tbe negro 


talked to the negroes that gathered round 
him. 
He told them that he had » good 


master, and that he VPBS always treated too 
well and given too many liberties, tad for 
them lo take warning in tims and never 
do as he had done. Then the torch w»» 
applied, and he seemed to be entirely iodif- 
fercnt about it until the flames began to 
burn as high as his knees. 
Then h« begao 


to twist, and snort and groan, and in about 
a minute more he commenced to scream. — 
He gave some of tho most hideous screams 
that I ever heard come from a human be- 
ing. 


I conld not stand lo see any more and 


left. 
When I left tbe flames were burning 


at his bead. I was only a spectator, took 
no hand either for or against.

charges with having seduced her, and who 
she supposes poisoned her husband.

Fatal Railroad Accident. 


A Car Rallinij Down Hill Stilctritys 


with Passengers and a red-hot 
Ktnce.— 


An accident occurred on the Wiliiarr.«port 
and Elm ra (N. Y.,) railroad on Friday 
week. 
Some fifteen miles below the for- 


mer place the train pushed ov r a broken 
rail while running on :i curve dug into the 
side of a mountain. 
On the left was a 


precipitous declivity of seventy-five feet to 
the river. 
The engine and baggage car 


went over the gap nnd kept the track, but 
the first passenger car, in which were Col. 
Paine, the postmaster of Rochester, and 
seven other gentlemen, uncoupled both in 
front and rear, le t the track and started 
down the precipice. 
It turned over oncf 


and a half in going twice its length, and 
then brought up against some rocks, where 
it lay at an angle of about forty-five degrees, 
with the passengers and all the fixtures in 
it, including the stove, in a promiscuous 
pile at the lower end. 


Col. Paine writes that he clung to his 


seat, and in all the leaping and rolling of 
the car, never let go his hold. 
Seeing the 


hot stove coming down the aisle towards 
him, he checked it with his fjot and pro- 
Tented it f'roin striking those below with as 
much violence as it otherwi.-e would have 
done. 
The car took fire before any of the 


passengers could extricate themselvos, but 
they finally broke through the windows and 
made their escape. Judge Lyiiinn, of Corn- 
ing, was severely bruised, and Col. Paine 
fears fatally injured. 
A Mr. Bcebe, of 


Bath, was al-o hurt severely, and -\ young

Disastrous Fire-
